000 Population Pro- 
posed — Recreation 
Center Is Suggested 
for Valley Park. 


(Map in Everyday Magazine.) 


Creation of a strong satellite 
fommunity at Fenton, with a 
population of 40,000 persons by 
1980, is proposed in a part of the 
St. Louis county land-use plan 
which will be discussed at a 
public Hearing tomorrow. 


The hearing, at 7:30 p.m. at 
Lindbergh High School, 4900 
South Lindbergh boulevard, Sap- 
pington, will be devoted to two 
of the 19 study areas into which 
the county has been divided for 
planning purposes. They are 
areas 14 and 18 in the south- 
central part of the county. 


Other major recommendations 
for the areas are preservation 
of the Meramec river flood plain 
for recreational rather than urban 
development, establishment of a 
large industrial site in the vicini- 
ty of the present Chrysler Corp. 
plant in Fenton and making the 
Valley Park area the county's 
principal recreation center. 

Fenton and Valley Park are in 
Area 14, which is bounded on the 
north by Oak, Sycamore, Big 
Bend and Dougherty Ferry 
roads; on the east by the Cir- 
cumferential Highway route and 
the Meramec river; on the south 
Jefferson county boun- 
dary, and on the west by Kiefer 
Creek road and the Beaumont 
Boy Scout Reservation 

Commercial Center. 

To help make Fenton into a 
strong community, an expanded 
commercial center is proposed. 
A large shopping center would 
be built at the present intersec- 


tion of Gravois road and Mis- 


souri Highway 141. To the east, 
where Fenton shopping now is 
along Main street, the plan rec- 
ommends construction of office 
building facilities. 

Commercial recreation space 
is proposed near the office de- 
velopment, and motels, restau- 
rants and service stations wouid 
be to the east. Gravois would 
be relocated to pass by this com- 
mercial area and connect with 
the Circumferential Highway, 

Alfred Kahn, assistant county 
planning director, said the Fen- 
ton commercial center would 
provide the only community 
shopping area in a radius of 44 
miles and would serve residents 
in Jefferson county as well as 
St. Louis county. 

Fenton, Kahn explained, is 
well-suited for satellite commu- 
nity status because the nucleus 
for a strong community already 
is present, existing and proposed 
transportation will provide good 
access to all parts of the metro- 
politan area, urban development 
has been set off by the location 
of the Chrysler plant and the 
topography of the land is advan- 
tageous to residential develop- 
ment. 

The plan recommends an in- 
crease in residentia! densities in 
the Fenton area, and a variety 
of accommodations.

Valley Park Development. 

‘Future development of Valley 
Park should be in the uplands, 
toward Big Bend road, Kahn 
said. About half of Valley Park's 
1181 acres now are subject to 
periodic flooding. 

The plan is emphatic in urging: 
that urban development be re- 
stricted in the flood plain, which 
it classifies as Open spaces. An 
extensive study of the advan- 
tages and risks of developing 
the flood-prone area has con- 
vinced the county's planners of 


S the logic of that position, Kahn 


said. 

“The question is one of need,”’ 
he explained. ‘The plan pro- 
vides enough land to satisfy all 
the requirements for the county's 
projected population of 1,175,000 
persons by 1980. And we have 
leaned over to be generous 
rather than conservative in fill- 
ing the requirements. 

“There are other desirable 
uses in the flood plain without 
resorting to urban uses. Flood 
damage can occur only when 
urban development is placed 
the path of the flood.”

Tells of Meetings. | 

The witness Fleischmann said 
he had two meetings with Ejich- 
mann in Vienna in March of 
1938. | 

At his first meeting with Eich- | 
mann he was accompanied by 
five other leaders of the Vienna 
Jewish community. All the others 


are now dead, he said. 

“He asked us our names, “‘the 
witness. said, ‘“‘and when he. 
heard the name of Adolf Boehm 
he asked: 

‘Are you the Adolf Boehm who 
wrote the history of Zionism?’ 
When Boehm said yes, Eich- 
mann said: ‘This is very inter- 
esting. | have been studying this | 
work carefully.” Then Eichmann | 
made some remarks in Hebrew.” | 

Fleischmann said Eichmann 
“warned us not to engage in| 
sabotage, because he was deter- | 
mined to do what he had to do in | 
the quickest and most efficient | 
way. He said he knew how to | 
overcome opposition and would | 
use the severest measures.” | 

The prosecution introduced | 
also a deposition by Rudolph 
Hoess, commander of the exter- 
mination camp at Auschwitz, 
Poland. He, too, pictured Ejich- 
mann as an influential Nazi, 
eager to kill Jews as fast as 

sible. 

“Eichmann was absorbed in 
carrying out the final solution,” 
Hoess wrote. ‘“‘He had a little 
black book which he carried 
around with all the statistics 
written in code.”

several major reasons for the 
failure of the military rebellion. 
But the political power of the 
general had been so great that 
it overawed many Frenchmen, 
including possibly even De 
Gaulle himself. 

One reason why Gen. Maurice 
Challe, facing a court-martial 
possible execution in 
France, and the other generals 
failed is that the bulk of the air 
force and the Navy, a consider- 
able part of the army in Algeria 
and even some of the paratroop 
units there remained at least 
passively loyal to De Gaulle. 

This seems to have been a 
great shock to the 
generals and colonels who count- 
ed on mass. backing from 
renchmen in uniform. 

People Opposed Generals. 
But a much more important 
reason for the collapse of the 
Algerian coup was the demon- 
stration that the people of met- 
ropolitan France were profound- 
ly and unequivocally opposed to 
the generals and in favor of 
De Gaulle’s efforts to make 
peace in Algeria. It was not 
merely the widespread work 
stoppage, called to demonstrate 
support of President De Gaulle,

but the people poured out into) 


the streets to shout the old stir- 
slogans of freedom and 
death to tyranny. 

It was as though a sleeping 
giant—a people so long passive 
and seemingly indifferent to the 


_relentless march of events—had 


suddenly awakened. And wak- 
ing, the giant discovered some- 
thing of the old power and pur- 
pose that have again and again 
in this country sent the citi- 


zens into the streets to try to| ; 


determine their own 
even though it might 
bloodshed and death.

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MERCURY FLIGHT 
STILL SET AFTER 
ATLAS FALE 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fia., 
April 26 (AP)—The explosion 4 
ean Atlas missile carrying an un- 
manned Project Mercury cap- 
sule has dealt a blow to Ameri- 
ca's effort to orbit a man this 
year. 


However, it is not expected, 
to delay an attempt to rocket an | 
astronaut into space on a brief 
ride next week. 

The Atlas exploded 49 seconde | 
after it lifted off yesterday in an 
attempt to put the capsule into a 
single orbit about the earth. 

The capsule was made by Mc- 
Donnell Aircraft Corp. of St. 
Louis. 

A rocket escape system sensed | 
trouble with the missile and shot 
the spacecraft free three seconds 
before the explosion. The cap- 
sule parachuted safely into the 
Atlantic about 350 yards off the 
cape. A helicopter retrieved the 
undamaged vehicle from the| 
water. 

If the escape system had. 
failed, the National. Aeronautics | 
and Space Administration would | 
have called off a plan to send an | 
astronaut aloft on a sub-orbital | 
space trip expected next Tues- 
day. 


‘Could Have Survived.’ | 
A smaller Redstone rocket will 
be used on this: flight, which is | 
to boost the capsule 115 miles in- 
to space and drop it 300 miles | 
down range 16 minutes later. | 

“Project Mercury will continue 
on schedule,’’ Mercury Director 
Robert Gilruth said after the fail- 
ure. “The successful operation 
of the escape system under true 
emergency conditions has given 
us confidence in the system. A 
man could have survived the 
flight.’’ | 

Gilruth said the goal of orbit- 
ing a United States space pilot 
this year remains unchanged. 

Other officials were less op- 
timistic about the manned orbit, 
a feat achieved by Russian Yuri 
Gagarin on April 12. 

One official commented before 
the launching that any additional 
failure in the tight Mercury-Atlas 
program would doom any effort | 
to achieve manned orbital fight | 
in 1961. | 

The purpose of the test was to) 
fire the capsule into orbit and 
return it to earth after one sweep 
around the globe. 

Using the Redstone to hoist an_ 
astronaut on a brief suborbital 
flight is far less complicated. | 
The Redstone - capsule combina- 
tion has been successfully tented | 
over the 16-minute route three | 
times, including a chimpanzee | 
— 

The Atlas, which is to be used | 
for all Mercury orbit missions, 
has failed on three of four 
launchings connected with the 
program. | 

Nine Atlas Failures. 

‘We've redesigned the Atlas 
extensively after each failure,”’ a 
space agency official said. ‘‘The 
missile operates fine as a mili- 
tary weapon. But when heavy | 
upper stages and payloads are 
put on top, it just can't seem to 
carry the load.” | 

The Atlas has been used as a | 
space booster in 13 shots, only | 
four of which were successful. | 

However, it is the only United 
States missile considered power- 
ful and reliable enough to per- 
form heavy-duty space assign- 
ments until the Saturn rocket is 
available in two or three years. 

The Atlas generates 360,000 
pounds of thrust, compared with 
the 800,000-pound estimate of the 
Russian space booster. Saturn 
will have 1,500,000 pounds. 

Gilruth, saying it is too late in 
the program to switch missiles, 


said yesterday's blowup ‘‘will in 
no way. change our plan to stay 
with the Atlas as a booster for 
manned orbit launchings.” 

Until several more Mercury-

Out on the Meramec.”’ 

I fail to comprehend the reason- 
ing that suggests that development 
of the basin will create an indus- 
trial empire on the one hand, and a 
recreational paradise on the other. 
These visionary end-results are en- 
tirely incompatible. Nor can I en- 
vision a multi-purpose reservoir 
halting the age-old inevitable flight 
of high school and college trained 
youth from rural to urban centers. 
And further, I see no signs of ‘‘des-

As a Meramec river-bottom farm- 
er, I resent the implication that 
farming here is in a decadent state.

Two Nixons on Cuba 


Those who support the presidential ambi- 
tions of former Vice President Nixon should 
be taking another good look at their candi- 
date. For Mr. Nixon is again revealing much 
about himself. On the record he is with- 
holding criticism of the Administration in the 


Cuba affair; under the cloak of a not-for-— 


attribution stricture he is not only: critical, 
but is promoting an aggressive and dangerous 
policy. 

This is hypocritical and deceitful. Mr. 
Nixon’s excuse is that the Administration 
‘Jeaked” a statement implying that the policy 
that led to. the ill-starred Cuban venture was 
formulated during the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration. Such a statement was made, but 
President Kennedy immediately disavowed it. 


| Mr. Kennedy has made it crystal clear that he 


accepts the entire responsibility. It is his re- 
sponsibility, regardless of when the policy 
originated; he has recognized it and Mr. 
Nixon’s reaction is worse than petty. 


* “ * 


The former Vice President, who once 
wanted to rescue Indochina with American 
troops, contemplates a shocking policy for 
Latin America. He would go it alone in trying 
to save Cuba from Castroism and give up 
efforts to work through such groups as the 
Organization of American States, although 
hemispheric unity is clearly the only path to 
peace and progress, He would make another 
major effort in Cuba within eight months 
and advises that the United States should 
be prepared to employ maximum power, if 
necessary, to avoid another disaster. He be- 
lieves mere economic assistance will not halt 
Communist subversion in Latin America. 


This program sounds as though the insults‘ 
Mr. Nixon suffered on his South American 
tour still rankle. As we have stated, there is 
some risk in a policy of waiting for collective 
action, but there is more in a policy of unilat- 
eral military action. The United States would 
naturally act alone, if need be, in the face 
of a threat to its own security. Until such a 
threat appears the policy of collective action 
is the only defensible one. 


Mr. Nixon is citing President Eisenhower's 
dispatch of United States Marines to Lebanon 
in 1958 as an indication of what this country 
should have been prepared to do if the Cuban 
refugees failed in their invasion attempt, as 
they did. This is an unfortunate parallel. 


It will be recalled that the Marines went 
to Lebanon as an aftermath of the overthrow 
of the pro-West government of Iraq (which 
caught the Central Intelligence Agency by 
surprise although it had been plotted for a 
year). If there was an unacknowledged hope 
of reversing the Iraqi revolution by the threat 
of force, it was unfounded, The revolt was a 
complete success. Furthermore, American 
troops were sent to Beirut by Mr, Eisenhower 
at the public request of the Lebanese govern- - 
ment to support that government’s independ- 
ence. When the United States called off its 
show of force in the Middle East in October 
1958, Richard Dudman of the Post-Dispatch 
staff, wrote: 


“On balance, the affair will have made the 
United States a few friends and a great many 
enemies and will have left the situation in 
Lebanon much the same as if the American 
troops never had landed.” 

We call these facts about Lebanon to Mr. 
Nixon’s attention, and suggest that if he 
wants to criticise the Administration he 
should do so openly. He is the titular leader 
of the Republican party and has a right to 
be heard. He wants, of course, to appear 
both as statesman and partisan critic. But 
he cannot have it both ways. 


Lobbies Rampant 


In advancing a bill to increase legal truck 
weights by more than four tons, the Missouri 
Senate accepted precisely what the Missouri 
Bus and Truck Association proposed, and 
rejected safeguards for bridges and city 
streets that the State Highway Department 
proposed. 

In passing a bill making more aid for state 
highways contingent on more state aid for 
rural roads and ending present city gas taxes, 
the Missouri House accepted almost every- 
thing that the Missouri Oil Council and its 
rural allies proposed, and rejected what Gov. 
Dalton and the Highway Commission pro- 
posed. 


Legislators are said to resent Gov. Dalton’s 
question as to whether they represent the 
public or special interests. If some of them 
can get off the trucks and out of the oil, 
maybe they can answer that question. 


The Only Color Is Blue 


St. Louis, like any large city, has minority 
problems which make police work difficult 
because of the feelings which differences in 
race, creed and national background may 
arouse in a policeman and in citizens. Chief 
Curtis Brostron was properly frank about this 
in explaining his department’s community re- 
lations program at the Conference of Missouri 
Peace Officers. 


The policeman, whatever his background, 
should always be guided by his duty of fair 
and impartial law enforcement, Brostron said. 
He never must allow this to be distorted by 
personal feelings. He must be strictly a pro- 
fessional. The community, on the other hand, 
should be aware of the policeman’s duty. It 
should give him its support and co-operation. 


The ideal, alas, always is easier to define 
than to attain. This has been true here to 
some extent because of the heavy influx of 
Negroes and unskilled white workers unac- 
customed to city living. If these people be- 
lieve that the police discriminate against 
them, said the chief, they will not be co-op- 
operative. Understanding is essential. 

So the community relations program was 
set up in three police districts five years ago 
and since has been extended to 10 districts. 
Through regular monthly meetings at police 
stations, more than 5000 civilian volunteers 
have been brought into regular contact with 
the force. Considerable progress has been 
made. As a result, a police career should be 
more attractive than ever. Yet Chief Bros- 

_ tron is disturbed because there are relatively 
few applicants. 

It is a firm policy of the Police Board to 
make no distinction of race, color or creed in 
recruiting, hiring, training or assigning po- 
licemen, he emphasized. There is no “quota” 
system. Applicants must be high school grad- 
uates who can meet physical, age and aptitude 
tests. Most of the screening is done by con- 


sultants who do not Know the color of the 
men on whom they are passing. More quali- 
fied Negro applicants are eagerly desired. 

Even the long-standing assumption that Ne- 
gro policemen are most effective in Negro 
neighborhoods is being re-examined. But 
whether this assumption proves to be true or 
false will not matter much if there is a deep- 
ening of mutual understanding. Then it 
would make no difference whether Negro po- 
licemen worked among Negroes or whites, 
and vice versa. Then the only observation to 
be made would be that all policemen wear 
blue. 


A Coup That Failed 


The revolt of the French generals has for- 
tunately come to a sudden end. Perhaps it 
had little chance to succeed, and yet there 
was a chance. President De Gaulle doubtless 
recognized this, for he himself took no 
chances. He moved swiftly and with every 
resource at his command, rallying popular 
support, preparing the defense of metropoli- 
tan France, recalling French NATO contin- 
gents from Germany, and issuing stern orders 
for the liquidation of the uprising. 

President Kennedy’s prompt support for 
De Gaulle played its part. So did the House of 
Commons’ pledge of Britain’s “friendship 
and encouragement,” and similar messages 
from other capitals. 


Yet even the collapse of the attempted 
coup d’etat leaves a serious situation for 
De Gaulle. He will have to tighten control 
over the army; and- until he does so, French 
participation in NATO will be shaky. The 
fact that the generals in Algeria dared to go 
so far raises new questions about the peace 
negotiations with Ferhat Abbas and the Al- 
gerian provisional government. The Algerians 
must now be less willing than ever to trust 
French officers and French soldiers as the 
guarantors of free elections. But De Gaulle 
also now must count less on the military, and 
be more free from its influence. 


Antipathetic as it may be, his most promis- 
ing course may well be a revitalization of 
parliamentary rule. A democratic and re- 
sponsible Chamber of Deputies could give 
him the solid support necessary for an Al- 
gerian settlement. It could convince the bitter- 
enders that they are going against the grain 


of the French nation, and that instead of . 


fomenting more trouble in an all too troubled 
world, there really is nothing for them to do 
other than to bow to the strength of reason. 


For Museum and Zoo 


The City Art Museum and the Forest Park 
zoo are the most popular features of St. Louis, 
each in its own way. Yet they have been 
struggling with increasing money troubles. 
The museum tax rate has not been increased 
since 1907, and that of the zoo not since 1917, 


So it is good news that the State Senate 
voted without dissent in either case to allow 
St. Louisans to decide whether they want to 
raise the rate for each from 2 to 4 cents on 
each $100 assessed valuation. The reason- 
ableness of this permissive legislation and 
the lack of opposition should assure favorable 
action in the lower chamber as well. 


Yet one must wonder about legal provisions 
which require St. Louisans to obtain .legisla- 
tive sanction for what is obviously a matter 
of concern locally and nowhere else. Legis- 
lators from other parts of the state should 
not want to have their time taken up by such 
matters. And St. Louisans ought not to have 
to ask Jefferson City for permission to pay 
for their culture and their pleasure. 


Forward Step in Laos 


Acceptance of the British-Soviet cease-fire 
proposal by both sides in the Laotian civil 
war is a substantial step toward the formation 
of a neutral and independent Laos. Presum- 
ably the Chinese and Russians are in accord 
on the matter, since Prince Souphanouvong, 
political leader of the Communist-backed 
Pathet Lao rebels, and his half-brother, 
former neutralist Premier Souvanna Phouma, 
proclaimed by the Communists as the rightful 
head of the government, have visited Moscow 
and Peiping. The British report the accept- 
ance of the present Western-backed Laos 
government. 

This development is far from the end of 
the crisis, however. Britain and Russia have 
sent out invitations to a 14-nation conference 
in Geneva May 12 to discuss the future of 
Laos. The cease-fire proposal calls for an end 
of the fighting before the opening of the con- 
ference; but the opening could be postponed. 
The three-nation commission (India, Canada 
and Poland) which will supervise the ex- 
pected truce will convene in New Delhi 
Friday. 

Thus the machinery is established; the 
matter of timing is the missing element. The 
rebels are continuing to make military gains 
and as long as they can keep this up there 
is seemingly no reason, from their viewpoint, 
why they should stop fighting and diminish 
their bargaining power. Until the cease-fire 
is a verified fact, and that could be some little 
time, the United States will not join in any 
peace conference. 

So there remains uncertainty about when 
the cease-fire will actually take place, and 
after it does there will doubtless be weeks or 
months of bargaining. But the situation is off 
dead center; and that in itself is progress. 


Racket in Records 4 
Counterfeiting of phonograph records, 
estimated in the trade to have grown into a 
$20,000,000-a-year racket, ought to be sub- 
jected to Federal criminal penalties, as pro- 
posed by Representative Celler of New York, 
chairman of the House Judiciary Committee. 
Not only are artists, music publishers and 
legitimate record manufacturers being 
cheated, but the United States Government is 
robbed of $2,000,000 annually in excise taxes 
if the estimate of the racket’s take is correct. 
Civil action has proved inadequate to stop 
this form of thievery. Fines of no more than 
$500—the highest that has ever been as- 
sessed—are treated with contempt by the 
counterfeiters; their profits are so enormous 


that such penalties are no more than a tap . 
on the wrist. Criminal action is finally being 


taken in cases in New York and California, 
but existing laws are vague and often difficult 
to enforce. Regardless of the outcome of the 
pending cases, Congress would do well to 
enact legislation which will discourage the 
racket by facilitating prosecution and pro- 
viding jail sentences. |

Henry Ford IT on Business Ethics 


Concerned by Some ‘Falls From Grace,’ He Urges Executives 


Henry Ford II in a 
Minneapolis Address 


Our American industrial system has 
long been one of the most outstanding 
accomplishments of our society. We 
started out as a pioneer people, fer- 
vently independent and individualistic, 
and we built an economic system to 
match. With time there came increas- 
ing complexity in our society and 
certain excesses in our corporate 
behavior. 

Chastened by anti-trust laws, 
squeezed in the giant wringer of the 

great depression, 

and restricted by 

the Mirror the emergence of 

huge and powerful | 
of labor unions, the 
American corpora- 
tion painfully 
learned that it 
must assume re- 
sponsibilities beyond its traditional 
function of making money for the 
stockholders. Something more was re- 
quired—a positive awareness of na- 
tional goals and objectives, social as 
well as economic, and an effort to 
make its actions conform as much as 
possible with the prevailing tides of 
public opinion. 

One of the many fascinating things 
about a business corporation is that— 
in its daily life, and not merely in the 
legal sense—it does take on many of 
the attributes of a person. It may 
have quite a distinct personality. It 
may be liked or hated with real emo- 
tion. It may be corrupt, shady and 
dishonest, like a few people; or honest 
and law-abiding — to the best of its 
ability — like most people. 

I am concerned, as I am sure many 
of you are, at a recent chain of events 
that could arouse broad popular dis- 
trust and that could revive old and 
wornout hostilities toward American 
business and industry. Too fast and 
too close together for comfort we have 
had a series of falls from grace in- 
volving some of our oldest and most 
respected business firms. As a direc- 
tor of one of the electrical goods man- 
ufacturers, and as the chief executive 
officer of an automotive manufactur- 
ing business, my concern is more than 
academic. 

In addition to price-fixing convic- 
tions in the one industry and conflict 
of interest charges in the other, con-

gressional committees, in still other 
industries, have turned up evidence of 
widespread collusion between corrupt 
unions and equally corrupt manage- 
ment, Let me note that, whatever dif- 
ferences our company may have had 


with the UAW, we have developed a . 


genuine respect for the determination 
of its leadership to keep it free of cor- 
ruption, 

It would indeed be a sad thing, if 
the good-wiil and confidence that busi- 
ness has laboriously built up over the 
years should now be washed away at 
this .very critical juncture in our 
history. In such a decade, America 
needs more than ever before an atmos- 
phere of mutual trust and confidence 
among such major elements of our so- 
ciety as industry, labor and govern- 
ment. Without that confidence, we will 
not only be far less effective in meet- 
ing the goals of our:country, we will 
present to the world at large the image 
of a quarrelsome, divided and possibly. 
corrupt society. World Communism 
could not ask for a better gift. 

When I say this, I am not suggesting 
for a moment that we should abandon 
the ‘real benefits of vigorous compe- 
tition. Neither am I suggesting that 
American business men—or unionists 
or farmérs or any other element in 
our society — should suddenly play

dead, that we should transform our- 
selves from a society of free men to a 
country of docile followers. Freedom 
to compete, to differ, to dissent, to. 
criticize, to. urge change—these all are 
a cherished part of our heritage as 
Americans, of the values that we seek 
to defend against the onslaughts of 
Communism. ) 

If we are to preserve the good name 
of our respective companies, we must 
be sure that management does every 
thing reasonable in prudence and good 
sense to prevent such things happen- 


. , ing, and takes swift and sure correc- 
' tive action when the occasional mis- 


deed does occur. At the very least, 
the top operating executives are re- 
sponsible for establishing strong and 
explicit policies concerning the con- 
duct of employes under the law and in 
conformance with high ethical stand- 
ards. Employes at all levels must be 
made to feel in their bones that their 
company’s codes and policies mean 
exactly what they purport to mean. 

Finally, it is the responsibility of 
the executives to punish swiftly and 
impartially violations of those policies 
at whatever level of the business they 
may-occur. If they are firm in this, 
there will be far less danger that sub- 
ordinate officials will apply their own 
standards of judgment and conduct in 
place of the company’s. : 

Great caution should be exercised 
by the courts, legislatures and press, 
particularly in vague areas of anti- 
trust and monopoly, to let it be under- 
stood that the mere fact ‘that you are 
sued, investigated, or even indicted— 
or that Senator Kefauver’s committee 
disagrees with how you price your 
products—that all this does not neces- 
sarily mean that you are crooked, un- 
ethical, or even wrong. 

But in making this comment, I do 
not mean to offer business a loophole 
through which to escape the require- 
ment to deal fairly and ethically. 
There is one and only one way for 
business to keep its skirts clear; that 
is to insist that top management main- 
tain the highest standard of integrity 
in all aspects of business operation.

Between Book Ends Be Your Own Prognosticator 


STRATEGIC INTELLIGENCE AND 
THE SHAPE OF TOMORROW, by 
William M. McGovern. (Regnery, 
191 pgs., $4.) 


This could, perhaps, be classed as a 
“do it yourself’ book. The author’s 
main purpose, he states, “is to show 
that a proper study of strategic intelli- 
gence can and does produce satisfac- 
factory results and that this study need 
not be confined to a chosen few but 
can be undertaken by any intelligent 


' 


person who is willing to abandon wish- ‘ 


ful thinking and make a careful study 
of certain basic factors.” 

Dr. McGovern’s qualifications as an 
expert in the field of intelligence 
studies appear to.be unassailable.. 
Presently professor of political science 
at Northwestern University he served 
throughout World War II in the top 
echelons of the intelligence services. 
Initially he was a naval member of 
the Joint Intelligence Committee and 
later served as liaison agent for Gen. 
‘William J. Donovan, director of the 
Office of Strategic Services, with the 


Joint Chiefs of Staff. His book is pub- 
lished in co-operation with the Founda- 
tion for Foreign Affairs, Inc. 


Lest his reader’ bé. discouraged at 
the outset Dr. McGovern explains that 
while spies and secret agents have 
their role in the accumulation of in- 
telligence data they are of relative 
minor importance to strategic intelli- 


gence. 

The author estimates that only about 
20 per cent of the information upon 
which strategic estimates were based 

‘during World War II came from secret 

sources. The remainder came from 
‘open sources such as year books, 
technical handbooks, commercial and 
industrial publications readily accessi- 
ble to anyone. 

The basic factors which must be 
studied in the preparation of strategic 
intelligence estimates are listed by Dr. 
McGovern as economic, ethnological 
and ideological. He points out that it 
was the economic factor more than 
any other which determined the out- 
come of World War Il, German and 
Japanese soldiers were just as good 


as Allied soldiers, both in intelligence 
and martial spirit. Their equipment 
was usually equal to and sometimes 
superior to that of Allied soldiers. But 
the Allies were bound to win because 
the United States could outproduce all 
enemies. 


In his chapter on ethnological intelli- 
gence the author considers race, “‘real 
and imaginary,”’ language, religion 
and other traditional beliefs and atti- 
tudes, and social and material culture. 
He discusses the ideological factor un- 
der the subheadings of conservative 
liberalism, right and left totali- 
tarianism and nationalism. . the 
latter has in the past been a strong 
factor in the history of most peoples, 
it is today, he finds, most intense 
among the peoples of Asia. | 

Combine these factors properly, the 
author contends, and anyone may 
come his own prognosticator of coming 
world events. But Dr. McGovern’s ad- 
monition against wishful thinking will 
doubtlessly severely limit the number 
who can successfully make use of his 
methods.

Auburn 
Reinstated 
By NCAA 


WASHINGTON, April 26 (UPI) 
“<The National Collegiate Ath- 
letic Association council (NCAA) 
today lifted its ban on Auburn 
University that has been in ef- 
fect for five years. 

The council voted to end the 
probationary status of the Ala- 
bama school and restore it to 
the full rights and privileges of 
NCAA membership, effective to- 
day. 

The probation period was to 
extend until Sept. 1 but the 
NCAA convention allowed the 
council to consider ending it four 
months early. 

The 18-man council, holding its 
spring meeting here, followed 
the recommendations of _ the 
N.C.A.A. committee on_ infrac- 
tions. That group recently made 
a complete study of Auburn's 
athletic policies and practices 
and recommended that it be re- 
strained. 

The N.C.A.A.’s ban was the 
result of two infractions by the 
school. The school was put on 
three years probation May 1, 
1956, for violating the associa- 
tion’s recruiting aid regulations. 

During the probationary period, 
the school was found guilty of 
additional violations of the same 
rule and the probation was ex- 
tended until Sept. 1, 1961. 

Five years is the longest per- 
iod any school has been on pro- 
bation and the N.C.A.A.’s penal- 
ties were among the severest 
ever imposed.

The Clark National Forest is 
located in the southeast part 
of the state, and the Mark 


Twain in the southwest. Per- 
haps a large part of the confu- 
sion concerning their bounda- 
ries is caused by the fact that 
an individually-owned farm or 
even a small town may be sur- 
rounded by national forest 
land. 

When the two areas were 
established, no condemnation 
proceedings were instituted and 
the landowner was granted the 
right to sell at the price of- 
fered or to retain the land. 
For this reason, the boundaries 
of the Clark National Forest 
encom 1,972,000 acres but 
within this area only about 
900,000 acres actually are 
owned by the government. 
About 60,000 people live within 
or near its boundaries. 

The Mark Twain National 
Forest covers an area of 
1,488,000 acres. Of this, about 
458,000 acres are national for- 
est land and about 40,000 peo- 
ple live within its boundaries. 

The supervisor for the Cen- 
terville, Potosi, Salem and 
Fredericktown districts of the 
Clark National Forest makes 
his office in Rolla. He also is 
in charge of the Mark Twain 
Forest. The Doniphan, Poplar 
Bluff and Winona districts are 
administered from Harrisburg, 
Iil., by the supervisor of the 
Shawnee National Forest. 


Land Protected 


Knowledge of these facts is 
essential to those who are in- 
terested in fishing, hunting or 
camping within the confines of 
the national forests. Private 
land is protected against tres- 
‘passers and only the land or 
streams that actually are 
owned by the Forest Service 
are open to the public for out- 
These lands, 
of course, are subject to the 
Missouri game laws. 

Both the Clark and Mark 
Twain forests are laced with 
small feeder creeks as well as 


, several major water courses. 


A major part of the state deer 
is contained in 
these two forests. Squirrels, 
rabbits and quail, as well as 
all the furbearers, are to be 
found in the two areas. 
Camping is permitted and 
the rules are few and simple. 
Fires must be under control 
at all times and must never 
be left unattended. All gar- 
bage and debris must be dis- 
posed of and the camp area 
must be put in first-class con- 
dition when the campsite is 
abandoned. There is no charge 
for camping, and the various 
ranger stations or supervisor 
headquarters will assist in 
sélecting a suitable campsite. 
When the Missouri national 
forests first were established 
0 1933, the growing of timber 
was paramount. Wildlife and 
recreation played only a minor 
role, and in some areas all den 


trees that sheltered wildlife 


were destroyed. There has 
been a trend in recent years 
for multiple use of these lands.

In identical letters to Vice | 
President Lyndon B. Johnson as 
‘president of the Senate and 
House Speaker Sam Rayburn, 
Mr. Kennedy said the National 
Defense Education Act “has 
served the nation well,’’ but the 
“need today to improve and 
‘strengthen our education system 
-is still great.” 

Secretary of Welfare Abraham 
-Ribicoff said in a letter which 
‘Mr. Kennedy sent with his own 
tha? the objective of the student 
idan program should be to as- 
gure that no student of ability 
fa-denied an opportunity for 
higher education because of fi- 
“nancial need. 

Mr. Kennedy proposed that the 
number of new federally fi- 
nanced fellowships to be award- 
ed annually be increased from 
1500 to 5000, with up to 2506 go- 
ing to persons accepted by insti- 
Adutions establishing new or ex- 
panded graduate programs. The 
rémainder would be awarded to 
persons selected by the Com- 
missioner of Education for study 
im graduate programs. 
~The President, in still another 
recommendation, asked for a 
three-year extension of the pro- 
fram for financial assistance for 
strengthening science, mathe- 
matics and modern foreign lan- 
puage instruction in elementary 
and secondary schools. He sug- 
gested also that physical fitness 
be added to the purposes for 


which federal funds may be 
used, 
He recommended that there 


bé no fixed ceiling on various 
phases of the National Defense 
Education Act. Instead, the 
amount would be determined 
through an annual appropriation. 

Under the present program, 
students are forgiven up to one 
half of their loans when they 
‘become teachers in elementary 
and secondary schools. Mr. Ken- 
nedy asked that this be extended 
to .include borrowers who be- 
come teachers in colleges and 
universities. 

He suggested also raising the 
ceiling on the annual federal 
contribution to the student loan 
fund of any one school from 
$250,000 to $500,000. 

So far under the 
more than 200,000 students in 
149) institutions have received 
education loans. Mr. Kennedy 
said there still is a serious short- 
age of teachers, and loan. funds 
for college students are’ still 
needed. 

“The importance of scientific 
and technological advance is in- 
creasing,”” he wrote. ‘It will 
take the combined efforts of 
peth our public and private 
school systems to _meet the 
bhrallenge facing us.’

Then he cashed 
the ace of diamonds. West, dur- 
ing these proceedings, discarded 
clubs. 

Next, declarer cashed the A-K 
of clubs. East followed to the 
ace, but then had to make a dis- 
card on the king. He could not 
spare a diamond, of course, so 
he had to choose between dis- 
carding a spade or a heart. 

East knew that declarer had 
the A-K of hearts. Without these 
cards South could not have had 
a normal one-no-trump opening 
bid (16 to 18 points). So rather 
than give South his twelfth trick 
in hearts, East discarded a 
spade. He hoped that West had 
the ten of spades. 

Declarer thereupon cashed 
the king of diamonds and the 
A-K of spades, ending in dum- 
my. But this time everybody 
was down to four cards. 

Dummy had three hearts and 
a diamond and so did East. 
South had three hearts and a 
spade. West was out of the pic- 
ture.

“THE MINUTE I turned on the 
music, they had the beat,” said 
Stanley Herbertt, artistic director 
of ‘the St. Louis Civic Ballet, 
which was rehearsing its new 
number, ‘‘On Gaslight Square.” 
Around us swirled boys and girls 
of assorted sizes, encased in 
black leotards and immersed in 
rhythm. 

The new ballet will be per- 
formed in public only once, on 
Saturday night, May 6, at Kiel 
Auditorium. Against a backdrop 
of Gaslight buildings in hot reds, 
oranges, yellows and greens, the 
teen-age ballet group will dance 
its way through a tour of the 
square, from daylight, through 
dusk and on into the night. - 

The non-profit St. Louis Civic 
Ballet operates mostly through 
sheer love of the art. Dancers 
and artistic director are all un- 
paid. The organization, founded 
in 1958 by a group of local bal- 
letomanes, has as its president 
William Freckleton. Vice presi- 
dent is Morrie Wallerstein, secre- 
tary is Mrs. Ruth Ebel. Miss La- 
Verne Meyering is treasurer and 
ballet mistress. 

The ballet serves as a talent 
showcase for 60 children and 
young people from 10 to 20 vears 
old. The youngsters are all eith- 
er students or very young work- 
ing people who hope for careers 
as dancers or as dance teachers. 
Some of its former members 
have already moved on to New 
York shows. These dancers per- 
form several dozen times a year 
in the St. Louis area and its 
environs. They also serve as the 
corps de ballet of the Civic Op- 
era and they dance with the St.

The sun plays the main part 
in forming a comet's tail, and 
this statement may seem to 
deepen the mystery. 

Every strong and normal com- 
et has material in the head that

can be turned into e@ tall, Pos- 


sibly the material is frozen gas 
or dust that has been carried in 
the head since the last visit of 
the comet to the sun. More 
likely, perhaps, the hard parts 
making up a comet's head may 
turn, in part, to dust or gas 
when the comet is heated while 
approaching the sun. 

Returning to the inner parts 
of our solar system, the comet 
grows a new tail. There is heat- 
ing by sunshine, and the heating 
may amount to several hundred 
degrees by the time the comet 
reaches the earth's orbit. 

A good-sized tai] is likely to 
exist by the time the head of a 
comet reaches a point only 93,- 
000,000 miles from the sun. The 
tail gets longer with passing 
time. 

Now we come to a highly in- 
teresting fact: there is repulsive 
force in sunshine. We hear much 
about the sun's gravity, and that 
is of utmost importance, but 
there also is a small repulsion in 
the sun's rays. It has been f[ig- 
ured that the sunshine ‘‘repels”’ 
the earth to the cakes of two 
pounds for each equare milé it 
reaches, That is only a small 
fraction of the force of gravity. 

The sun repels the thin ‘tail 
of a comet. That is why the tail 
points away from the sun.

Fix It Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb 


LOTS OF RUGS and carpets 
are coming up about this time 
of year and once they are off the 
floor you have a good chance to 
see what sort of condition the 
finish on the floor is in. Chances 
are that if the floor has not been 
refinished for several years 
there will be worn spots on the 
finish where traffic is the heavi- 
est. 

The smart thing to do Is to 
patch these worn areas now s0 
that dirt can’t get ground into 
the wood making it necessary 
to go through a sanding and 
complete floor refinishing opera- 
tion 


Every kind of floor finish can 
be patched with pretty fair re- 
sults. If conditions are not too 
serious it’s not even necessary 
to sand the area before patching. 
Simply take a cloth dampened 
in turpentine and clean the area 
of wax and dirt and then apply 
several thin coats of the same 
finishing material as is on the 
floor 


Floors today are usually fin- 
\ished either with varnish, shel- 
lac, a floor seal or fabulon. All 


apply several thin coats of floor 
varnish. 
With the other floor finishes, 


ai : : * 1 | sanding is only required if things 


have gone so far that the wood 
has become rough. In this case, 
sand very gently with fine sand- 
paper to make the wood smooth. 
If the wood has become badly 
soiled from dirt or liquids, a 
bleach can be applied. After this 
has done the job of restoring the 
natural color to the wood, sand 
lightly and then apply the finish. 
In the case of varnish, several 
thin coats are needed to build 
up the patch to the desired thick- 
ness. As varnish takes several 
hours in which to dry, it may 
take a few days before the 
patching job is complete.
